It ia
the nineteenth International Congreas
of Americanists and is devoled to the
discussion of all matters relating to
the earliest peoples on the North and
Bouth American continents.

Thi= congress is quite distinct from
the other. Had it not been for the
war, its biennial session would have
been held in October, 1914. When the
war showed no signas of terminating
It was decided to hold the congress
here during the meeting of the pan-
American welentists, One section of
the latter is affillated with the Amer-
iranists, that en anthropology.

Among the other asclentific bodies
affiliated with the Americanists are
the American Anthropological Assn-
ciatlon, the American Folk-lore %o-
ciety, the American Historical Asso-
pclation and the Archasoclogical Insti-
tute of America, The congreas |»
one of the oldest and widest known
international scientific mocietics In sx-
istence, having been actively at work
for more than forty years. It mests
alternataly each two years in Europe
and America.
